Melbourne Victory scrape home 


against Kawasaki Frontale —e

In front of the lowest home crowd 
for years, 6,011, Melbourne Victory 
gained its first win in this season’s 
Asian Champions League by a 
penalty goal to nil against Kawasa- 
ki Frontale on Wednesday night. 

Coming off a four-nil hammering in 
Japan last week, Victory started with 
Robbie Kruse and Carlos Hernandez in 
attack, and Matthew Foschini at right 
wing back. 

Victory had a good share of the pos- 
session in the first half, and did not look 
like conceding an early goal, though 
Kawasaki were always dangerous on the 
break. 

Kurotsu Masaru got between Matthew 
Foschini and Kevin Muscat in the 11th 
minute but his shot was always rising 
and it cleared the bar. 

In 21 minutes there was a curious in- 
cident when big defender Igawa Yusuke 
jumped all over Robbie Kruse, and when 
the ball broke Marvin Angulo continued 
past a static backline to put the ball in 
the net. 

But the referee penalised Kruse, pre- 
sumably for backing in to his opponent, 
so it was no goal. 

A couple of minutes later Angulo sent 
a grounder just wide of the post, but then 
Mitchell Langerack had to pull off two 
brilliant diving saves to deny Renatinho 
and Kurotsu in quick succession. 


An even better save prevented Kurotsu 
once again but at the other end Victory 
raised the siege when Nick Ward’s quick 
throw put Kruse clear only for the striker 
to fire across goal from a narrow angle. 
Angulo then set up Hernandez but the 
usually accurate midfielder pulled his 
low drive wide. 

The second half began with Muscat 
landing an elbow on Noborizato Kychei 
but he escaped without penalty. 

The creative side of the skipper’s game 
was shown five minutes later with a pre- 
cise through ball to Nick Ward whose 
quick shot went straight to the keeper. 
The game turned on a critical decision in 
59 minutes. 

Kruse was running in on goal when he 
was challenged on the edge of the area 
by Komiyama Takanobu. 

It seemed like a shoulder-to-shoulder 
effort, and might have been outside the 
box, but the referee gave a penalty kick. 
This time Muscat was his usual clinical 
self from the spot. 

Kawasaki threw men forward to try to 
equalise and came closest to getting it 
when Tasaka Yusuke’s shot came back 
off the cross-bar with Langerack beaten 
for once. 

Victory sent on Evan Berger and Nik 
Mrdja for Nick Ward and Robbie Kruse, 
but the flow was with the visitor. 

Surat Sukha made a superb blocking 
tackle to prevent a goal in 81 minutes 
and Langerack was booked for time 
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wasting, though Victory still threatened 
on the break. 

Igawa Yursuke was booked to tugging 
back Mrdja, but Hernandez could not 
penetrate the wall with his free kick and 
there was time for one last surge by Ka- 
wasaki. 

Man of the match Langerack saved the 
jerseys in the last minute with a finger- 
tip flick over the bar from a desperate 
attempt by Renatinho. 

Kawasaki coach Takahata Tsutomu 
thought the long distance travel had 
worked against his team, which had the 
opportunities to have won the game but 
failed to take them. 

Ernie Merrick said that Victory had a se- 
ries of good chances in the first half and 
deserved its win. 

Neither coach was forthcoming about 
the penalty incident. 

The result leaves both teams with a very 
slight chance of qualification for the next 
round. 

The Japanese fans had their huge banner 
and drum, and looked like they might 
even outnumber the home support be- 
fore kick-off, but the hard core Victory 
fans turned up and outshouted them. 

But though Merrick thought that some 
wins would bring back the fans, the fact 
that less than one third of the member- 
ship were present in a stadium which 
holds over 50,000 and costs plenty to 
operate, must be a worry to the club.

REDS SUFFER 
SETBACK 


Adelaide United FC is still not as- 
sured of a place in the Round of 
16 after falling to Sanfrecce Hiro- 
shima 1-0 at the Hiroshima Big 
Arch in Match Day 4 of the AFC 
Champions League 2010 on Tues- 
day night. 

A goal on the stroke of half time from 
Sanfrecce captain and Japanese interna- 
tional Hisato Sato, was enough to con- 
demn the Reds to their first defeat in this 
year’s competition, the loss United’s first 
since January. 

In an uninspiring first half from the 
visiting Reds, goalkeeper Eugene Galek- 
ovic kept United in the game until Sato 
struck, the two time Adelaide United 
Club Champion sure to have impressed 
National Coach Pim Verbeek who was 
an interested observer in the stands, as 
the announcement for Australia’s squad 
for the upcoming World Cup draws 
nearer. 

But despite Galekovic’s early heroics 
and a much improved second half dis- 
play from the Reds right across the park, 
they could not penetrate the Sanfrecce 
goal or put enough pressure on Hiroshi- 
ma keeper Shusaku Nishikawa. 

Despite doubts over captain Travis 
Dodd, Marcos Flores and Sergio van 
Dik leading up to the game, the Reds 
fielded the same starting eleven for the 
fourth time in a row.

Krncevic goes for Gold

EDDIE Krncevic is set for a sensa- 
tional return to elite club coaching 
as assistant to Goal Coast United 
head coach Miron Bleiberg. 

The former Socceroo star whose stel- 
lar career as a striker in Europe was 
highlighted by stints at Croatian giant 
Dinamo Zagreb, legendary Belgian club 
Anderlecht, Germany’s MSV Duisberg 
and Mulhouse in France late last week 
confirmed his candidature for the A- 
League post. 

“Yes, [have spoken to Miron,” 
Goal! Weekly columnist. 

“Miron and I know each other quite 
well and more importantly he trusts me,” 


said the 


Krncevic added. 

Krncevic is one of a number of can- 
didates for the post that became vacant 
after Paul Okon was sacked in February. 
Former Socceroo captain Okon claimed 
that he had been told in January by club 
CEO Clive Mensink that he would be 
offered a new deal only to be controver- 
sially booted out shortly after. 

It’s expected that Krncevic will fly to 
the Gold Coast later this month to meet 
club owner and billionaire Clive Palmer. 
“T think I have a lot to offer and fin- 
gers crossed that all goes well,” said 
Krncevic. 

“T’m sure that if I’m given the oppor- 
tunity that I will excel again. I’m proud 
of what I brought back to Australia after 


my professional playing career had end- 
ed and the exciting style of football I in- 
troduced at Carlton, Marconi and South 
Melbourne.” 

Bresciano, Grella, Thomson and Mur- 
docca are just a few of the names that 
have developed under Krncevic, who 
moved away from club coaching some 
years ago and became a successful play- 
er agent. 

In recent times he has concentrated on 
developing the Australian Professional 
Football Academy and has been helping 
out Michael Chatzitrifonas who coaches 
Victorian Premier League club Rich- 
mond at which Krncevic’s son, Jesse, 
plays. 

Krncevic has a multitude of contacts 
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throughout professional ranks and is in a 
prime position to assist Bleiberg should 
the latter be keen on luring a player from 
overseas. 

However, Gold Coast United’s squad 
seems fairly settled at the moment and a 
high player turnover is not anticipated.

“Our aim as a club has always been to 
identify exciting young talent, provide 
them with an environment to develop 
and the opportunity to prove themselves 
in the Hyundai A-League. 

“The unfortunate downside of this is 
when these players display the talent 
we’ve identified it becomes very diffi- 
cult to hold onto them. 

“Football is a global game and as a 
club we would never stand in the way of 
a player who expresses a desire to test 
himself at the very highest level. 

“With that in mind, we wish the 
three boys the very best of luck with 
FC Utrecht where we will watch their 
respective careers with a great deal of

FALCONS 2000 Soccer Club in 
Morwell, are excited to announce 
the beginning of a new era for their 
club and the region in general. 

The club recently entered into a new 
partnership with sporting identities Glen 
Archer and Darren Matthews. The new 
owners of the Latrobe City Sports Sta- 
dium in Morwell have declared they will 
work to restore the sporting ground to its 
“former glory” and explore other ways 
to use the precinct. The private consor- 
tium made up of Australian Football 
League legend Glenn Archer and Darren 
Matthews, who once owned the Traral- 
gon Indoor Sports Centre in the 1990s, 
have bought the stadium in Crinigan 
Road after months of negotiations with 
the previous owner. 

“Firstly, we saw an opportunity to put 
something back into grassroots sport,” 
Mr Matthews said. “It evolved into 
more of an understanding of the region 
but also the passion people had for the 
venue - we didn’t realise how much it 
meant to people.” 

Falcon’s 2000 Soccer Club president 
Tony Salvatore said the deal was a huge 
relief after uncertainty surrounded the 
club’s future at the stadium during ne- 
gotiations of the terms of their lease last 
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year. “It allows us to focus on the ju- 
nior and senior teams ... we can put our 
energy back in to the teams rather than 
negotiating a place to stay. This gives us 
the opportunity to plan for next year too, 
2011 is our 50 year anniversary,” Mr 
Salvatore said. 

Mr Matthews said he was happy to 
have the soccer club as anchor tenants. 
“We are going through the process of all 
the things that need to be upgraded and 
trying to bring it back to its former glory 
and then we hope to have further interest 
from other sporting clubs or from locals 
who believe they could utilise it,” he 
said. Settlement is due to take place in 
February. 

The venture will come as a welcome 
relief to the club and its members who 
have been living under a cloud of uncer- 
tainty since the demise of Eastern Pride 
and its NSL days. 

Falcons will be celebrating a 50 year 
history in 2011 and plan to recognise the 
occasion with a reunion dinner and dem- 
onstration match at Falcons Park.

Maradona bitten by rough pooch 


Diego Maradona suffered an un- 
expected interruption to his World 
Cup squad preparations on Tues- 
day when he was bitten in the face 
by one of his pet dogs. 

Plastic surgeons repaired his upper lip 
after the Argentina coach was admitted 
to the Los Arcos clinic in Buenos Aires 
with bloody wounds caused by a Chinese 
Shar-Pei breed pet. Maradona needed 10 
stitches in his lip and will have to rest 
for three days, a medical source at the 
clinic said. 

He was driven away after around 15 
hours at the clinic by his brother Lalo, 
returning to his mansion in a plush neigh- 
bourhood on the outskirts of the capital 
and close to the national team’s training 
facility in the district capital suburb of 
Ezeiza. Maradona, who as a player cap- 
tained Argentina to their second World 
Cup title in 1986, was hospitalised in the 
same clinic in 2007 with toxic hepatitis 
from drinking. 

On another note off-field, how about 
Brazilian club Vasco da Gama; promis- 
ing to give away a free jersey to fans 
who agree to tattoo a team logo onto 
their bodies next week in a bid to break 
a world record. Vasco says it wants to 
smash a world record of 801 tattoos in 
a 24-hour span, which was set in 2008 
in the United States, according to Guin- 
ness World Records Web site. Club 
president Roberto Dinamite wants fans 
to show their “grandiosity” by getting 
tattooed with the Templar Cross, one of 
the team’s logos. Vasco is a four-time 
Brazilian champion, one of the giants in 
Rio de Janeiro and the 1998 Copa Liber- 
tadores winner. 


Still on Brazil but heading south, Ron- 
aldo opened the scoring as his Sao Pau- 
lo-based side, Brazilian club Corinthians 
beat Paraguay’s Cerro Porteno 2-1 on 
Thursday to take the outright lead in 
Copa Libertadores Group 1. The former 
Real Madrid striker Ronaldo tapped into 
an empty net in the 37th minute and Chi- 
cao put Corinthians 2-0 up with a strike 
in the 64th. Julio Dos Santos scored a 
consolation goal for Cerro Porteno in 
the 80th. The win gave Corinthians 10 
points, three ahead of Uruguay’s Racing 
after four matches. 


Kleber scored twice as Cruzeiro crowned 
a good night for Brazilian teams in the 
Libertadores Cup with a 3-0 win over 
Argentina’s Velez Sarsfield at the Mi- 
neirao in Belo Horizonte on Wednesday. 
Internacional beat Uruguay’s Cerro 2-0 
to relieve the pressure on coach Jorge 
Fossati and Sao Paulo drew 0-0 away 
to Mexican champions Monterrey. Cru- 
zeiro, last year’s runners-up, went top of 
Group Seven with 10 points from five 
matches, the same as Velez but with the 
better goal difference. Chilean champi- 
ons Colo Colo are third with four points 
from four games. 


Man-of-the-match Thiago Ribeiro put 
two-time South American champions 
Cruzeiro ahead just past the half hour 
when he cut inside from the left wing, 
beat three defenders on a mazy run and 
swivelled to shoot home from the edge 
of the box. Thiago then laid on two 
goals in six minutes at the start of the 
second half for striker Kleber, who took 
his tournament-leading tally to six and

squashed any hopes Velez had of fight- 
ing their way back into the match. Kle- 
ber netted Thiago’s first-time cross from 
the right in the 48th minute then latched 
on to the winger’s pass down the middle 
and steered the ball past goalkeeper Ger- 
man Montoya. Velez midfielder Leandro 
Somoza was sent off in the 82nd minute 
for a second booking. 


Argentina’s Estudiantes de La Plata 
headed by Juan Sebastian Veron, who 
won the title by beating Cruzeiro in 
last year’s final second leg at the same 
Mineirao ground, kept on track for the 
knockout phase with a 2-0 away win 
over Juan Aurich of Peru on Tuesday to 
return to the top of Group Three. Man- 
of-the-match Jose Sosa brilliantly beat 
three men at close quarters in the box 
and squared the ball for striker Gaston 
Fernandez to open the scoring in the 51st 
minute. Midfielder Rodrigo Brana then 
superbly beat goalkeeper Diego Morales 
with a lob from the centre circle in the 
67th minute to make the result safe. Juan 
Aurich had central defender Jesus Alva- 
rez sent off in the 85th minute and striker 
Luis Tejada dismissed in injury time. 

Estudiantes took the first half to get used 
to the synthetic Elias Aguirre pitch in 
Chiclayo and control the home side’s 
speedy forwards before imposing their 
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well organised game. The Argentine side 
have taken 10 points from five matches. 
They are two ahead of Peru’s Alianza, 
who can reclaim the lead if they beat 
eliminated Bolivar of Bolivia at home 
next week. Juan Aurich have six points 
and Bolivar one. 


In Group Four, 10-man Lanus of Ar- 
gentina snatched a 1-1 draw away to 
Paraguay’s Libertad in a poor match at 
the Defensores del Chaco stadium in 
Asuncion. Libertad left back Adalberto 
Roman surprised Lanus when he stole 
in behind the defence on the right to 
head home a free kick to the far post. 
The Argentine side’s Paraguayan striker 
Santiago Salcedo was sent off in the 
40th minute for a second booking. With 
seven minutes remaining, Lanus left 
back Maximiliano Velazquez stunned 
Libertad goalkeeper Bernardo Medina 
when he lobbed him with a shot from 
a narrow angle when the home defence 
were expecting a cross. The group is led 
by Libertad with nine points from five 
matches. Peru’s Universitario are second 
with eight points and a match in hand. 
Lanus have seven points while Bolivia’s 
Blooming have none. 


Internacional of Porto Alegre, another of 
Brazil’s southern giants and title winners 


in 2006, bucked a string of poor results 
that had Uruguayan coach Jorge Fossati 
under fire with a win in Porto Alegre that 
put them top of Group Five, one point 
ahead of Cerro after four matches. The 
Uruguayans, having held Inter 0-0 at 
home two weeks ago, were unlucky 
when they fell behind in the 58th min- 
ute to an own goal by defender Walter 
Ibanez. 


Goalkeeper Damian Frascarelli had a 
shot from the left by Inter forward Wal- 
ter covered but Ibanez stepped ahead 
of him to clear and sliced the ball into 
the net. Striker Alessandro rammed 
home the second from the rebound after 
Frascarelli could only parry man-of-the- 
match Giuliano’s spectacular scissors 
kick from the edge of the box 13 minutes 
later. Fossati had said he would resign if 
Inter, who had gone six matches without 
a win in the Gaucho state championship 
and Libertadores, did not beat Cerro. 
Three times champions Sao Paulo are 
top of Group Two, two points ahead of 
Colombia’s Once Caldas, who can take 
the lead if they beat eliminated and 
point-less Nacional of Paraguay at home 
on Thursday. Monterrey are third two 
points further back. 
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Chelsea back in EPL title box seat 


Chelsea has taken 
the ascendency 
in the Premier 
League title race 
with a 2-1 victory 
over closest rival Manchester Unit- 
ed to leapfrog the Red Devils to the 
summit of the league table. 

The Blues took a deserved lead through 
Joe Cole on the 20-minute mark when 
Florent Malouda beat Darren Fletcher 
down the left wing and crossed to Cole 
who cleverly flicked the ball with his 
heel past Edwin Van der Saar. 

United worked their way back into the 
match in the second half and went ago- 
nisingly close to an equaliser through a 
Dimitar Berbatov header. 

But just as the home side looked as 
though they would produce the elusive 
equaliser, Sir Alex Ferguson’s men con- 
ceded a controversial goal with 11 min- 
utes remaining. 

United were caught on the break as 
Salomon Kalou slipped a through-ball to 
substitute Didier Drogba — who was in 
an offside position — but the flag stayed 
down and the Ivorian smashed a power- 
ful strike past the helpless Van der Saar. 
United responded two minutes later when 
substitutes Nani and Federico Macheda 
combined, with Macheda awkwardly 
bundling the ball across the line off his 
chest following Nani’s cross. 

A tense finish ensued, but Chelsea hung 
on for victory as United’s hopes of a 
fourth successive title took a huge dent. 
With five games remaining, both sides 
face similar fixture lists with Chelsea 
tackling Bolton, Tottenham, Stoke, Liver- 
pool and Wigan while United clash with 
Blackburn, Manchester City, Tottenham, 
Sunderland and Stoke. 

Arsenal meanwhile stayed within three 
points of their leading London rivals 
when they scraped a last-gasp 1-0 victory 
over struggling Wolverhampton Wander- 
ers who were reduced to 10-men. 

The Gunners were made to sweat for 
the result as they dominating play but 
failed to find the net within the 90 min- 
utes as they squandered a number of op- 
portunities. 

But with the fixture seemingly head- 
ing for a goalless draw, substitute Nicklas 
Bendtner headed home his fifth goal of 
the season, four minutes into stoppage 
time. 

Tottenham Hotspur’s surge for a fourth- 
placed finish stumbled as they slipped up 
3-1 against 13th-placed Sunderland. 
Former Spurs marksman Darren Bent 
scored twice against his old club — one 
from the penalty spot - but was denied a 
hat-trick as he failed from the spot twice 
more as Heurelho Gomes denied his two 
spot-kick attempts. 

Peter Crouch scored with 18 minutes 
remaining, but the Black Cat’s Bolo 
Zenden quashed hopes of a Spurs fight- 
back, netting his side’s third with four 
minutes remaining. 

Manchester City seized the initiative 
and leapfrogged Spurs into fourth posi- 
tion with a 6-1 drubbing of Burnley. 

City were 4-0 up after just 20 minutes 
through Emmanuel Adebayor, Craig Bel- 
lamy, Carlos Tevez and Patrick Vieira,

while Adebayor netted his second to 
make it 5-0 at the half-time break — a Pre- 
mier League record.

Zrinjski celebrate 


Mention the name Walkley today and 
most people will immediately think 
of the annual awards for journalism, 
but the man who began the Walkleys 
and left a legacy to continue them, 
was also a key figure in the develop- 
ment of football in this country. Sir 
William Walkley was born in New 
Zealand in 1896 and after service 
in the First World War helped found 
a petrol company to compete with 
foreign suppliers in 1931. He brought 
the same notion to Australia in the 
1930s and after the war the company 
he helped develop became the Am- 
pol Petroleum Company in 1949. 

A keen sportsman Walkely and his part- 
ner William Arthur O’Callaghan saw the 
value of sponsoring sports tournaments as a 
way of promoting their product as Australia 
surfed a wave of migration in the 1950s and 
1906s. Beginning with golf to which both 
partners were devoted, they expanded into 
surf lifesaving and then football, when he 
realized that so many of the migrants had 
an interest in the game. The Ampol Cup 
competitions became the pre-season com- 
petitions in Victoria and New South Wales 
initially and then for a few years what was 
effectively a national club championship. 

The Ampol Cups began in New South 
Wales in 1958 and the first trophy was 
lifted by Canterbury-Marrickville. In Vic- 
toria JUST won the first Ampol Cup in 
1960, when that competition replaced the 
Sun Pictorial Night Series. JUST went on 
to take the national Ampol Cup that year. 
Now there were Ampol Cups in South 
Australia, Queensland and from 1972 in 
Western Australia and Tasmania. The New- 
castle area of NSW had its own Ampol Cup 
series, reflecting the strength of the game 
in that area. 

Walkely had a broader vision for his 
support for football, which he saw as a 
way of bringing old and ‘new’ Australians 
together. Eventually he took a more active 
personal role in the game. 

In 1963 when Henry Seamonds, the 
president of the newly formed Australian 
Soccer Federation died suddenly follow- 
ing a heart attack just after the meeting 
of the Federation in Melbourne, Walkley 
succeeded him. He was instrumental in the 
settlement with FIFA which resulted in the 
suspension of Australia’s membership of 
the world governing body being lifted in 
July 1963. Australian clubs had been sign- 
ing players from clubs in Holland, Austria, 
Malta and other countries, claiming they 
were migrants who just wanted to live in 
this country. Their clubs and FIFA demand- 
ed that transfer fees be paid and eventually 
a financial settlement was reached. That en- 
abled Australia to enter the qualification for 
the World Cup for the first time in 1965. 

Walkley also became the first president 
of the Oceania Confederation in 1965. 
His company also sponsored international 
matches including a China against Austra- 
lia game in 1985, while clubs sides like St 
George Budapest carried the Ampol logo to 
a successful tournament in Japan in 1971. 

A great promoter of all his activities, 
Walkley used the media brilliantly to ad- 
vance his interests and those of the sports 
with which he was involved. He arranged 
charter flights to take journalists to major 
sporting events around the country. He was 
knighted in 1967 but maintained a keen 
interest in sports and journalism until his 
death in 1976. Australian football owes him 
a great debt for helping the code through a 
turbulent period both domestically and in- 
ternationally.

Thanks to SBS, I managed to enjoy an- 
other tantalising round of UEFA Cham- 
pions League action during the week. If 
you don’t have Foxtel then SBS is well 
and truly a godsend which at least al- 
lows you to watch probably the best club 
competition in the world. Don’t get me 
wrong, Foxtel are doing a great job with 
their football coverage too, especially 
with their A-league and EPL games, and 
thankfully the days of Channel Seven 
are long behind us, but many homes in 
Australia do not have Pay TV, and SBS 
still plays a very important role in filling 
that void. 

I was most impressed with Bayern 
Munich’s win over Manchester United, 
who showed great endeavour to come 
back from a goal down to win the tie 2-1. 
United’s away goal may well prove de- 
cisive in the end, as the whole episode is 
delicately balanced heading towards Old 
Trafford for the return leg. 

I think the scoreline actually flattered 
Sir Alex Ferguson’s side, and it could 
have easily been more than two goals 
to Bayern. Bayern were so industri- 
ous and relentless in their intensity, and 
their endeavour paid off, forcing Patrice 
Evra to crumble under pressure, leaving 
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Ivica Olic to seal the match. Football is 
all about decision making. But, it is also 
about making the right decisions at the 
right time. Making the right decisions 
under pressure is what separates the very 
good players from the good players. 

I was absolutely astonished to see 
Evra, a player with no less than over 20 
French international appearances to his 
name, attempt to clear the ball with the 
outside of his left foot, almost trying to 
do a flick, when it would have been far 
easier to clear the ball and the danger 
with one swift kick using the laces of his 
right boot. His body positioning and the 
angle of the direction that the ball travel- 
ling would dictate that, however in that 
moment of decision making madness, 
he was left standing cold as Olic made 
the most of picking up the crumbs from 
Gomez’s driving run and then proceed- 
ing to plant the ball in the back of Van 
der Saar’s net. 

Evra should have known better, and 
especially at this level. It is obvious that 
Evra favours his left foot, but you can- 
not expect to get away with being one 
sided in such a high octane contest. The 
standard and quality of players we saw 
in action last Wednesday morning were 
of World Cup proportions, and based 
on that evidence then I shudder to think 
how the Socceroos will fair in South Af- 
rica under similar circumstances. When 
I think of the Socceroos I automatically 
think one sided players - Harry Kewell, 


speaking of left feet Man United are lucky they don’t have 
Daniel Day Lewis playing for them. 


Jason Culina, David Carney, Scott Chip- 
perfield - just to name a few. Football 
is course the round ball game, and foot- 
ballers need to be all-rounders.

main test so far,” said Armour. 

“Our main aim this year has to be to 

stay in the league. We need to first of all 
consolidate after losing so many play- 
ers. 
“At the end of the day we’re going to 
have to battle in every game. The side 
that battles the hardest in this league is 
the one that generally gets results.” 

Gritty rather than pretty seems to be 
the message Armour is pushing. At the 
same time he’s cognisant of the need to 
try and bring through some of the young- 
er players at the club. 

At least the till still is ticking over and 
the club welcomed the recent announce- 
ment of Beretta Hotels Pty Ltd as the ma- 
jor sponsor.

rin. Blanco is one of the star pupils 
to emerge from Keepa goalkeeping 
clinic run by former Melbourne Croa- 
tia and Heidelberg United custodian 
Peter Blasby while Hodgson has led 
Langy’s reserves and been involved 
with the first team squad. 

“He (Blanco) can be the best keeper 
in Australia,” said Blasby.

“He needs to sort out the mental 
side of things but if he grows another 
foot and gets more verbal he can be 
anything he wants to be.” 

Another newcomer to the first 
team squad is Peter Dimcevski who 
was part of the successful Southern 
Blue Tongues outfit that Lou Kast- 
ner coached to the 2009/10 Victorian 
Champions League title. 

The 17-year-old midfielder will 

be joined by Blue Tongues teammate 
Edward Southerington, also 17, who 
can play as a defensive midfielder 
or defender. Southerington played 
with Pines reserves last season and is 
quick, strong and tall and is expected 
to make a major impact in senior ranks 
this season. 
Other teenagers expected to feature in- 
clude Murray Savory, 18, who played 
in Brazil last year and ex-Altona Mag- 
ic player Josh Wood. 

Doubts have surfaced as to the 
mooted Torquay United foray for teen- 
age defender Sait Guler and Blanco. 
They are two of six members of Zane 
Bowen’s soccer academy who have 
been invited to the English League 
Two side in a couple of months to start

So far no paperwork has emerged 
and questions are being asked as to 
why Torquay is dragging its heels.

Another ‘record’ for Magic 


ALTONA Magic is no stranger 
to Victorian Premier League 
success but it’s a fair bet that 
one ‘record’ currently held by 
the Paisley Park lads won’t get 
a mention in the club’s hon- 
ours’ roll. 

Magic is the only VPL outfit so 
far to have charged for entry to a 
midweek National Training Centre 
game. 

As many of you know, the National 
Training Centre experiment at senior 
level was introduced to the VPL fix- 
ture this year with games played un- 
der lights and no points at stake. 

When I spoke to Football Federa- 


tion Victoria CEO Matt Rendell some 
weeks back he made it clear that it 
was up to the host clubs whether or 
not to charge an entry fee. 

So Magic was entirely within its 

rights to ask for $12 at the gate on 
Wednesday, 3 March. 
So were South Melbourne, Bentleigh 
Greens, Northcote City, Green Gully 
and Dandenong Thunder, however, 
these clubs chose to decline the op- 
portunity. 

The reason I bring this up is that 
I understand one of the gatekeepers 
that night at Paisley Park explained 
the charge by saying his club had to 
fork out for referee payments. 


That is not true. FFV foots the bill, 
which means that Magic’s decision 
to charge entry can only be interpret- 
ed as a revenue-raising exercise.

JUST over 100 media passes 
have gone through FFV’s ac- 
creditation process for the 2010 
season. 

On one hand that should translate 
into a superb coverage of the local 
game but given that those numbers are 
not unusual will the sport continue to 
fight for broad recognition across vari- 
ous media streams?

LIKELY WINNERS 
IN CAPITALS 


FOR almost 30 years Laurie Schwab 
was The Age soccer writer and con- 
vinced the Fairfax group to start up 
a national weekly tabloid, Soccer Ac- 
tion, in the late 1970s. 

Years before computers were in vogue 
Schwab bashed away at an old typewriter 
week after week to ensure that football 
followers were kept abreast of upcoming 
games and behind-the-scenes stories. 

He painstakingly typed up the weekend’s 
fixtures on a Thursday and they would ap- 
pear every Friday in Age Sport throughout 
the season. 

On Sunday evening Schwab would work 
out the league standings then type out the 
tables for all senior Victorian Soccer Fed- 
eration men’s competitions (there were no 
senior women’s leagues). 

But simply publishing the weekend’s round 
of matches wasn’t enough for Schwab. He 
had to inject some life into his copy by put- 
ting his credibility on the line and making 
selections and the term ‘likely winners in 
capitals’ became standard fare over three 
decades. 

Schwab died suddenly on Wednesday 11 
June 1997 aged 50. Soccer Action had gone 
out of circulation almost 10 years earlier. 
This publication and Australian soccer owe 
a debt of gratitude to Schwab who operated 
in an era when our sport was treated as a

UNITED IN THEIR ABSENCE

INJURIES to the 2 best players in 
the EPL this season have domi- 
nated the news this week. Whilst 
the league will be a poorer place 
without Cesc Fabregas -— gone 
for the remainder of the season — 
perhaps he should learn to place 
penalties in future rather than try 
and destroy the ball. If he isn’t fit 
in time, the World Cup will be a 
poorer place without him. 

Another man made a few more head- 
lines. Wayne Rooney, for someone who 
isn’t blessed with movie star looks - 
Adam North called him a potato head 
last week! - has had his pic in the pa- 
per a whole lot last week. The talk go- 
ing into the game versus Chelsea though 
wasn’t just of Rooney; it was of how his 
replacement Dimitar Berbatov would 
perform. My crystal ball told me Wayne 
Rooney on crutches would have posed 
more of a threat to Chelsea — 1-0 to the 
crystal ball. Maybe Berba, so absent on 
the pitch, should have spent Saturday 
buying a new pair of slippers and an 
armchair to replace the well-worn one he 
used on the pitch. 

For the benefit of those fully paid-up 
members of his fan club (mum and dad) 
I do believe he’s not the type of player 
who can play upfront on his own. In fact 
what he needs is one of those illegal im- 
migrants the newspapers over here bang 
on about; someone who’ll do the work 
he doesn’t want to do — like running. For 
chemistry reasons I feel he and Rooney 
would be a better combo up front. That 
won’t happen for another 2 weeks (if it 
does) so for now he is the only striker 
Manchester United have so the fans bet- 
ter cross their fingers and pray. 

After the 2-1 defeat at home to Chel- 
sea I was left wondering about United 
and if Rooney’s injury is a blessing in 
disguise. For a start the Michael Owen 
experiment failed. He won’t ever see out 
a full season again — not with his dodgy 
hamstrings. It’s obviously too late now 
for SAF to do anything about his squad, 
and some fans may think I’m crazy at 


suggesting changes to a squad that’s won 
3 straight titles and still in with a chance 
of a 4th. 

However, nothing stands still in foot- 
ball and Rooney’s absence highlighted 
the lack of central striking options for 
Ferguson. It is generally accepted that 
a team needs 4 quality strikers to go 
through a tough season. Maybe Fergu- 
son thought Berbatov/Rooney/Owen/ 
Macheda would suffice but really he has 
three and half strikers if you take into ac- 
count Owen (not because of his height 
— his injury record). 

But an experienced striker isn’t the only 
answer to all their problems. It could be 
argued that the defence this season has 
masked the ineptitude of the creative 
players like Nani, Valencia and Park. 
Yes Rooney has scored a proportion of 
goals with his head from their crosses 
but where are the goals from these guys? 
During the game against Chelsea there 
was at no time any suspicion the mid- 
fielders had the guile to pick out a killer 
pass or beat a man with skill or change of 
pace. They are Berbatov’s antithesis - as 
in they run around a lot — but the result is 
more or less the same aside from the odd 
decent game. 

Valencia especially frustrates me. Big 
and strong and quick he somehow re- 
fuses to use any of his attributes to full 
effect therefore making him as intimidat- 
ing as KISS without their make-up. Who 
to replace these duds? David Silva would 
be perfect on the left and Juan Manuel 
Mata, his Valencia colleague, could line 
up in the centre and score goals. Let’s 
hope come the off season when Owen 
declares himself fully fit and raring to go 
that Ferguson invites him to talk to the 
hand and signs a striker who he won’t 
cringe anytime he puts in a burst of 
speed or goes in for a tackle. 


HAMMER TIME 

UNDER the heading ‘why did they do 
it’ is news that West Ham complained 
to the Premier League about Fulham’s 
team selection in the 2-0 defeat last 
week to Hull City. Their complaints 
centre on Fulham’s 6 changes from

the previous starting line up. 

The problem with this is that their man- 
ager Zola has ‘no complaints’ about Roy 
Hogdson’s team selection and Hodgson 
himself wants to know if West Ham 
should pick his next team for him. Fair 
play to him for pointing out that it is ok 
for Chelsea, Arsenal, Man United and 
Liverpool to play their squad players but 
not him. 

But what if he’d changed 9 outfield 
players, like Wolves did for a game at 
United this year? Surely that’s not right? 
In an ideal world I’d love for managers to 
stick with exactly the same line-up week 
after week and the funny thing is, and as 
a Fulham season ticket holder I’d know 
more than anyone, that is more or less 
what Hodgson has done. Regardless, it’s 
not for the EPL to get involved in ANY 
issues on team selection for Wolves or 
Fulham or anyone else because that’s 


why we have a squad system. What next? 
Complaints when Liverpool drop Torres 
and Gerrard to the bench or if Rooney 
doesn’t start a game? 

So there’s no circumstances under 
which it’s wrong to play a weakened 
team? Well only on the last day of the 
season when there are no more games 
and resting isn’t a reason. In general I 
don’t agree with the need to rest play- 
ers given, they should be rested between 
games. However, it’s the managers right 
to chose his team - it’s his job on the line 
after all — and let the fans decide what 
they think of it and not the EPL. 

The EPL’s E20 rule stipulates that all 
sides must field full strength line-ups in 
all games. However, given the number 
of changes and resting of players some 
teams do it only really enforces the rule 
for wholesale changes. This rule is meant 
to safeguard the integrity of the league 


= 


but changing a side with squad players 
may not necessarily weaken a team that 
significantly. It needs to change this rule 
or be more specific about how many 
changes you can make before the rule 
kicks in. I would still disagree with it but 
it would give managers scope for rest- 
ing players and provide a clear dividing 
line. 

As paying customers it’s only the fans 
of each respective club that have grounds 
for complaint, not a Hammers chairman 
who should be focused on what they are 
doing rather than the opposition. It’s a big 
mistake to push this and a rather embar- 
rassing move from a club that shouldn’t 
have to rely on results from the likes of 
Fulham or Hull to stay up in any event. It 
isn’t for the EPL to interfere with things 
like this when they should be throwing 
their weight behind passing and imple- 
menting rules to ensure a Portsmouth- 
style situation does not happen again and 
to properly sort out their ‘fit and proper’ 
test for owners. 

As for Wolves fine of £25,000 fine for 
breaching rule E20, it is as useful as slap- 
ping Mr. Universe with a duster. Whereas 
I disagree wholly with the EPL’s stance 
if you are going to make a stand then 
set a punishment at a far higher level to 
truly act as a deterrent. The whole thing 
smacks of being thought up in a Soho 
strip club over a few cocktails. 

As for Hodgson, do you think he’ll 
need to motivate his players for West 
Ham’s visit to Craven Cottage come 
May Ist and do you think the west Ham 
owners fully thought this one out before 
they complained — via their lawyers — to 
the EPL? Clue: the answer to both is no 
and don’t be surprised if Hodgson sends 
out the same 11 against the hammers that 
started against Hull City, but don’t ex- 
pect the same result!

In Arsene We Trust? 


So far it has been a highly success- 
ful season for Arsenal Football Club. 
They are still in with a chance of win- 
ning both the Premiership and the 
Champions League. However, if they 
fail to take either trophy back to North 
London, can we consider their sea- 
son to be a success? 

As I have already pointed out, it has 
been a very good season for Arsenal and 
their fans to this point. Before a ball was 
kicked many pundits, and also many op- 
position fans, predicted bad things for the 
Gunners in 2010, suggesting that the club 
may struggle to finish in the top four in 
the Premier League, let alone win any- 
thing. Instead it was the team in red up 
in Liverpool that were supposed to be 
competing for both domestic and Euro- 
pean glory, and yet it is they who find 
themselves outside the top four, and also 
playing in Europe’s lesser competition, 
whereas Arsenal are still in contention 
for the two biggest prizes around. 

And it comes as no surprise that the 
man who is in most part responsible for 
Arsenal’s overturning of any preseason 
predictions of failure is the Gunners 
manager Arsene Wenger. Wenger is one 
of two managers in the Premier League, 
along with Alex Ferguson, that are sim- 
ply unsackable, as in the last decade he 
has transformed Arsenal into what they 
are today, one of the most well-known, 
and well-respected clubs in all of world 
football. Although actual trophies have 
dried up over the last few years, his teams 
continue to pursue success through play- 
ing football the right way, as Arsene sees 
it, and by promoting youth over big trans- 
fers. 

Yet recently I heard the argument that 
if Liverpool win the Europa League, and 
finish fourth, and then Arsenal fail to win 
anything, then the Reds have had a better 
season than the Gunners. Whether or not 
this argument stands up is irrelevant, but 
it does raise the question as to whether a 
trophy-less season can be considered to 
be successful one for Arsenal and their 
fans. 

There are many ways that one could 


argue that a season without winning any- 
thing can still be considered a success 
for the Arsenal. For one, the club have 
definitely progressed since last season. It 
has been a few seasons since the Gunners 
have looked like genuine title contenders 
going into the new year, let alone with 
less than ten games to go, but this sea- 
son they are still looking like they could 
overtake United and Chelsea at the top. 
Also, unlike United, Chelsea and Liv- 
erpool, and even Manchester City, Villa, 
and Spurs, they haven’t been spending big 
bucks all over the place to try and garner 
success. Even after loosing their biggest 
name striker from last season, Emmanuel 
Adebayor, the Gunners have continued to 
maintain their strength in attack. In fact 
the only new investment into the team 
this season has been Thomas Vermaelen, 
who himself was hardly a well-known, 
big name player. 
And it is this sound transfer activity that 


gives Arsenal such a solid financial back- 
bone. The biggest team in North Lon- 
don do still have debts, but mostly those 
are tied up with paying for their Emir- 
ates Stadium, and these debts are being 
worked off. In fact, Arsenal are still turn- 
ing over major profits, unlike many of 
their Premier League counterparts. And 
the point is that Arsenal are still compet- 
ing this season without having to spend 
as much money as other title contenders, 
and what’s more they are right now in a 
position to contend for years to come, yet 
if the United, Liverpool, or Chelsea own- 
ers pulled out, they would be in major 
financial worry, which could drastically 
affect their staying power at the top of the 
English game. 

Another factor pointing towards a suc- 
cessful season for the Gunners is their 
continued youth development. This sea- 
son young players like Jack Wilshere, Ki- 
eran Gibbs, Kyle Bartley, and the much

Whittlesea Zebras will be keen 
to rebound this season under new 
coach Gianfranco  Impellizzeri. 
There’s a distinct Werribee feel to 
the Zebras line-up as Impellizzeri 
has signed former Bees’ keeper 
Robbie Santilli and striker Martin 
Collins. 

A whole new squad will take the 
field for the Zebras this year with 
some experienced names among 
them. Arthur Tsonis, Ralph Napoli 
and Dragi Nestevski have all signed 
as has Dmytro Koltsov, a relatively 
unknown name in Victorian football 
but from all reports a player who 
can really shake up this league. Add 
gun youngsters Nicholas Kalambo- 
kis and Nick Sarbin and you’ll un- 
derstand why the Zebras expect to 
be more than competitive this year.

strong season. Having added expe- 
rienced players such as Ray Lally 
(Cork City, Ireland) and Frank Cat- 
alano as well as the Kara brothers 
(Ori and Ozan), the club has also 
secured the exciting additions of 
young gun Jason Dolevski (Preston 
Lions) and ex-VIS star Rudi Saglam

season. 

The club has had some strong 
pre-season results, mainly thanks to 
marksman Robert Dolevski whose 
form has been outstanding.

Only seven play- 
ers remain from last season’s squad 
with Jolic adding Robby Wynne, 
Tass Papadopoulos, Andrea Lom- 
bardo, Ante Raspudic and Alex 
Kiratzoglou just to name a few. 
Kiratzoglou is no stranger to top- 
level football and will be looking to 
help guide his side into VPL ranks 
in no time. Captain Sam Tyrikos is 
expected to lead the way for Clifton 
Hill and with a bit of luck on their 
side, Kevin Bartlett Reserve may 
be the scene of some big things this 
season. 

Gus Macleod kicks off his 12th 
straight season at Langwarrin and 
there is a quiet air of confidence 
down Lawton Park way. 

There’s more mobility than ever in 
the squad and gun scorer Caleb Nic- 
holes will this season be supported 
by Matt Durand who already has 
won the supporters over with some 
impressive pre-season displays. 
Chris Driver, signed from South- 
em Stars, and Ray Markley (from 
Heidelberg United) will run the 
show in midfield while the pace and 
experience of Chris Quinn will once 
again see him emerge as the side’s 
defensive linchpin. 


Former Clifton Hill coach George 
Karkaletsis has taken the reigns at 
Pascoe Vale this year following 
the departure of David Clarkson. 
Karkaletsis has added seven play- 
ers to his squad while axing four. 
Karkaletsis will expect big things 
from ex-Fawkner star Jason Prin- 
cipato and there’s a whisper doing 
the rounds that the Vales are outside 
candidates for promotion. 

Last but by no means least come 
Bulleen Lions. Of all the clubs in 
State One, no-one is better placed 
off the field to compete in the VPL. 
A superb facility at the Veneto 
Club complete with state-of-the-art 
synthetic pitch will this season be 
complemented by a fit, quick and 
skilful squad highlighted by the 
signing of experienced Anthony 
Magnacca, winner of the 2005 Gold 
Medal award as the best player in 
the VPL. 

Bulleen is widely regarded as a 
genuine promotion candidate and 
you can expect the Italian-backed 
club to be right in the firing line 
when it counts. 

All in all season 2010 should be a 
cracker. There’s not a lot to choose 
between most sides in the league 
and the evenness of the competition 
is expected to make for a bumper 
State One season.

In a busy Easter schedule in the 
NSW Premier League, Marconi 
lost their grip on top spot, losing 
at home to Sydney United, while 
Bonnyrigg took the joint lead by 
defeating the Bankstown City Li- 
ons, whose season appears to be 
heading downhill. 

Two goals from the quick Elsid Bark- 
housir put United in control in the much- 
anticipated clash at Bossley Park, and 
Marconi’s chances disappeared when 
ex-Newcastle Jets midfielder Mirjan 
Pavlovic, who has made an impressive 
start with the 2009 premiers, notched a 
third. 

Bonnyrigg underlined their title creden- 
tials with an emphatic 4-0 victory over 
Bankstown City at the Serbian Centre. 
Ex-Sutherland striker Brad Boardman 
again showed his value with a brace be- 
fore half-time after Daniel Severino had 
opened the scoring, and former Leeds 
United and Central Coast Mariners at- 
tacker Jamie McMaster completed the 
rout in the second period. 

Blacktown City, who have looked so 
impressive in the early rounds, were 
surprisingly held to a draw by the South 
Coast Wolves on home turf. Tolgay Oz- 
bey scored just after the hour to cancel 
out Andrew Paine’s earlier goal, but a 
goal from Ante Deur in the final min- 
ute of normal time appeared to have 
secured the joint leaders another three 
points. The Illawarra outfit have proved 
a competitive unit in recent weeks, 
however, and Tynan Diaz stole forward 
from right-back to equalise deep into 
added time. 

Defending champions Sutherland 
bounced back from last week’s unfortu- 
nate loss to Marconi with a 5-1 thump- 
ing of APIA-Leichhardt, who have had 
an abysmal start to the season. Panny 
Nikas made his return for Sutherland 
after his period as a Mariner, while Jim 
Bakis, still highly effective as a right- 
winger despite the injury to his partner- 
in-crime Michael Katz, scored two 
goals for the hosts. 

In Saturday’s final game, the West 
Sydney Berries scored an impressive 
3-2 win over Manly United; details of 
this one can be found below.

Manly United never recovered from 
their early lapses against a confident 
West Sydney Berries, and a late revival 
from Phil Moss’s side couldn’t prevent 
the hosts from taking the three points on 
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offer. 

The visitors actually started quite 
brightly, with Craig Midgley and Brad 
Groves both going close within the first 
three minutes. On six minutes, how- 
ever, inattention in the Manly backline 
allowed the Berries to score an impres- 
sive set-piece goal. Ryan Jones played a 
left-wing corner short to Kosta Lagoud- 
akis, and the ex-Olympic midfielder, 
completely unmarked, sent a powerful 
angled shot past Brad Swancott from 
some 20 yards. 

More lazy play from the visitors al- 
lowed the Berries to go two in front five 
minutes later. Stefan De Jesus latched 
onto a loose Manly pass in midfield, 
and slipped the ball neatly through to 
Jones on the left; advancing diagonally 
on goal, the Berries man was tripped by 
Pascal Julliard. A penalty was instantly 
and correctly awarded by referee An- 
drew Best. 

Berries striker Dimitri Zakilas took it 
confidently, and the hosts led 2-0. 

Two more excellent chances for the 
Berries followed, as Manly looked a 
rudderless side. Ex-Newcastle midfield- 
er Jesse Pinto connected with a clever 
through-ball in the inside-right channel 
on 15 minutes, and fired just wide from 
the edge of the box. A minute later, an 
excellent deep cross from Ryan Walsh 
reached Zakilas, but the Berries front- 
man headed straight at Swancott. 

Sensing that his side were losing the 
thread of the game, Manly coach Phil 
Moss made a radical subsitution, bring- 
ing on his star attacker Robbie Catta- 
nach for a defender in Julliard. Manly 
thereby switched from 3-5-2 to 4-4-2, 
and the Berries adapted sensibly, draw- 
ing Omar Saadi back into defence. 

Cattanch was into the action imme- 
diately when Midgley slipped the ball 
through to him on the right on 21 min- 
utes; his shot, however, went straight at 
Hamish McLean in the Berries goal. Six 
minutes later, as Manly began to domi- 
nate possession, the visitors had a good 
penalty shout turned down when Catta- 
nach appeared to be impeded in the box 
following an intricate right-wing move. 

The Berries gradually regained the 
initiative as the half wore on, and on 
38 minutes they had another chance 
to make it three when a free kick from 
the right evaded the Manly defence 
and reached David Gardiner five yards 
from goal; the Berries defender, how- 
ever, could only stab his shot straight at 
Swancott. Just before the whistle blew 
for half-time, there was time for another 
half-chance for Cattanach when Groves 
released him on the right. Again, Man- 
ly’s ring-rusty striker failed to make the 
most of the opportunity. 

The football in the second half was 
adversely affected by the heavy rain,

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Razorbacks ride their luck

The second round of the 2010 QSL 
kicked off on Good Friday with the 
Capricorn Cougars hosting Whit- 
sunday Miners, but the most an- 
ticipated match of the round was 
without a doubt Saturday’s clash 
between reigning league champi- 
ons Brisbane Strikers and competi- 
tion dark horse NQ Razorbacks.

The Whitsunday squad was also miss- 
ing key players for their match through 
injury including captain Troy Mundy and 
Stuart Watkins (foot), Kyle McBurney 
(knee) and Oliver Mortensen (thigh). 

The Cougars would fail to capitalize on 
the visitor’s injury toll and lack of match 
practice though as the Miners defence 
held firm to secure a 0-0 result at Ryan 
Park. 

Up in the far north of the state the Bulls 
hosted a Bundaberg Spirit side in a buoy- 
ant mood following their 0-0 draw with 
NQ Razorbacks in Round 1. The Spirit 
went into the match without keeper Ben 
Heidenreich, who did much to keep his 


side in the game in Round | along with 
stalwart defender Rob Thatcher, also out 
due to a rib injury. 

The Bulls were confident of securing a 
result but recognized that traditional QSL 
whipping boys Bundaberg may be a dif- 
ferent proposition this season. 

“Getting a draw against Townsville is a 
good result for any team,” Bulls captain 
Victor Madrid said.

EIGHTEEN times league champions 
Canberra FC will still be the team to 
beat in 2010 as the new-look Gatorade 
Premier League kicks off in the na- 
tion’s capital this weekend. The cham- 
pions get the show on the road with 
the opening match under the lights of 
Deakin Stadium on Friday evening as 
they host Tuggeranong United. With 
three new entrants looking to make 
their mark on the top flight, including 
Federation Cup runner’s-up Goulburn 
Strikers, a top-notch season of enter- 
tainment is in store. Here’s how the 
competing teams are shaping up. 


ANU FC 

(last season: 7th) 

Following their seventh place 
finish in the ACT Premier 
League in 2009, ANU FC 
enters the 2010 Gatorade Pre- 
mier League season hoping for better luck 
than they received last year. Four wins was a 
paltry return for, arguably, the best prepared 
club in the division. John Mitchell has his 
squad extremely fit, a legacy of an early start 
to pre-season, and that early season fitness 
could prove to be decisive. 

As with any competition a good start is 
critical and ANU FC have been handed a 
tricky looking opening set of fixtures. A 
home tie with an in-form Canberra City is 
followed by visits to Cooma Tigers and Can- 
berra FC giving the club what could prove 
to be a torrid start. But on the basis of their 
successful Federation Cup campaign there is 
little reason for ANU FC to fear anyone. 

The team were just thirty seconds away 
from a place in the Final after they led Can- 
berra FC 2-1 in the semi-final at Hawker 
Football Centre before having their hopes 
dashed by a late equaliser. In building a two- 
goal cushion in that match ANU FC showed 
plenty of promise and a rapid style of play 
that is sure to cause problems for many de- 
fences’ during the 2010 season. 

A competitive Federation Cup campaign 
ended with a 1-2 loss in the third place play 
off to Belconnen United proving again the 
students’ ability to compete with the best.

The Blue Devils looked in sharp form for 
the majority of last season and, with their 
group of young players maturing nicely, will 
be one of the top tips for Gatorade Premier 
League success this time round. Having 
reached the last three Grand Finals, includ- 
ing a barn-storming 4-1 win over Canberra 
FC in Steve Forshaw’s final match in charge 
of the club in 2008, Belconnen undoubtedly 
know how to win the big prize. 

Under Scott Conlon the team has evolved 
with several new faces taking up the mantle 
and will be a force in 2010. The return of 
2009 ACT Golden Boot, David Leet, will 
be a boost and, added to the evergreen 
Danny Macor and the increasingly prolific 
Tai Smith, the attacking stocks are well and 
truly catered for. At the back the re-signing 
of goalkeeper Ben Cheyne cannot be over- 
stated. Cheyne is a shot-stopper of extraor- 
dinary quality and is worth his weight in 
gold as to be successful every team needs 
a top ‘keeper. 

Elsewhere the squad looks well-balanced. 
The creative midfield ability of Dustin Wells 
and Taylor Beaton is well complemented 
by the work ethic of Callum Beaton and 
Cameron Reinhart whilst at the back Lee Pi- 
etrukowski and Matt Valeri offer solid, and 
dependable, defensive choices.

tations it must be said, made the top four of 
the Premier League only to be defeated at 
the semi-final stage. It was a tremendous 
achievement for a young squad that has 
matured together and knitted into an excel- 
lent outfit as demonstrated during the 2010 
Project Coordination Federation Cup. City 
stuttered past ANU FC (Premier Pathway 
League) 3-2 before firing on all cylinders to 
dismantle Canberra Olympic 4-1 and Mon- 
aro Panthers 5-0 before falling at the quarter 
final stage, 0-3, to Canberra FC. The score 
line barely reflects the match though as City 
dominated the opening half an hour before 
succumbing to two quick fire goals just prior 
to the interval, one a fortuitous deflection.

How to top a season that saw 
the club win everything there 
was to win in the local game? 
That’s the question that Canberra FC, under 
new Coach Stan Dukic, will attempt to an- 
swer in 2010. 

Having claimed the ‘treble’ of Federation 
Cup, League Championship and Premiership 
trophies last time out there is every cause 
for optimism that the new campaign should 
bring continued success. It’s something the 
club themselves predict. “We anticipate an- 
other good season for the club based on the 
strength and depth of our playing squad,” 
club spokesman Martin Radic commented. 


“Our prime objective as always is to win/ 
retain the League Champions Title which 
we have won eight times in the last nine 
years. As usual in recent times our toughest 
opposition will likely come from Belconnen 
United. 

Other teams to watch out for are Canberra 
Olympic and fast improving Canberra City. 
Away games against Cooma and Goulburn 
will also pose problems and outcome of 
these games will have a big bearing on de- 
ciding the League Champions.”

However, a 4-0 quarter final whitewash 
at the hands of a ten-man Belconnen Unit- 
ed precipitated the departure of long-term 
coach Ian Heywood and led to a re-shuffle 
only three weeks out from the start of the 
new season. 

It’s hardly ideal preparation for the new 
coach, who’s yet to be named, but whoever 
does take over the hot seat will at least have 
the knowledge that there is plenty of talent 


in the ranks. 

New midfielder Andrew Ross, a former 
Chelsea FC youth prospect, looks like a 
quality addition to the squad, as does the 
signing of striker Dominic Giampaolo from 
Canberra FC. His goals, added to the already 
prolific Scott Barsley and Yianni Karabalis, 
means that Olympic are strong in attack. 

It’s defensively where the worries set in as 
despite the quality of veterans Steven Van- 
zetti and Matt Cachia, the duo lacks the pace 
of yesteryear, something that opposition 
strikers will be keen to exploit. However, 
should off-field politics not interfere too 
much with on-field action Olympic should 
be final contenders. 


COOMA TIGERS

Cooma Tigers return to the 
top flight of ACT football for the first time 
since 2006 when they culminated their ex- 
traordinary season with a 2-1 Grand Final 
victory over Canberra Olympic. 

The Tigers had finished the year fourth on 
the ladder, twelve points behind Olympic, 
but turned the form book on its head to claim 
the trophy. Having missed out on a place in 
the re-structured Premier League the follow- 
ing season, the Tigers feel that they have 
unfinished business in the Premier League 
as, in essence, they finally get the chance to 
‘defend’ that crown. Ironically, their season 
opening fixture is against Canberra Olym- 
pic—a repeat of the 2006 Final—giving the 
Tigers a sense of déja vu as they kick off 
the Gatorade Premier League campaign at 
Hawker Football Centre. 

That game is followed by their first home 
fixture, against a spirited and stylish ANU 
FC, before a road trip to 2009 Grand Final 
runner’s-up Belconnen United. By the time 
champions Canberra FC visits Nijong Oval, 
for the Round Four match on the 9th May, 
we should have a clearer indication of what 
the Tigers can expect in 2010.

The Strikers were formed in late 2001 and 
were State League Two champions in 2003. 
Their steady progress continued with a State 
League One championship in 2008, remain- 
ing unbeaten throughout, and a place in the 
quarter finals of the Federation Cup, for the 
first time ever, twelve months later. A very 
strong off-field strategic plan has ensured 
they were successful in their application to 
take part in the Gatorade Premier League 
from 2010 onwards.

It’s a welcome back to Pre- 
mier League action for the Monaro Panthers 
in 2010 as the Queanbeyan based side makes 
areturn to the ACT Premier League after an 
absence of eight years. 

Monaro last graced a top-flight league lad- 


der in the 2002 season, where they placed 
fourth before bowing out in a convoluted 
finals series. The Panthers then stepped 
down from senior football to concentrate on 
developing their junior section—with much 
success. 

However, it was a blow to lose a competi- 
tive team that had been crowned ACT Pre- 
miers in 1999 after upsetting League Cham- 
pions, and favourites, Capital City Suns 1-0 
in the Grand Final decider. The return of 
Monaro brings an added dimension to the 
battle for the Gatorade Premier League title. 

Early signs from their truncated Federa- 
tion Cup campaign suggests that the Pan- 
thers are very much a work in progress.

(last season: Sth) 

These look like difficult days 
for Tuggeranong United. Hav- 
ing been shorn of the vast 
majority of their first grade team from 2009 
and been humbled in the Federation Cup by 
State League Weston Creek, it’s a new look 
Tuggeranong side that takes to the field for 
the Gatorade Premier League season. 

However, despite these difficulties the 
club is enthusiastic about the 2010 season. 
“Pre-season training has been going well 
and the new squad has been taking shape,” 
Head Coach Darren Viskovich said. “This 
year’s squad has a number of 2009’s young 
successful pathway and under-18 club play- 
ers which is promising. 

Young players such as Ashley Collins, 
Aaron Cashman, Daniel Beaumont, Tim

BALLARAT Red Devils may have 
completed the coaching coup of 
the Victorian season with the ap- 
pointment of former South African 
Premier Division professional Dale 
Harris. 

The ex-Platinum Stars striker only ar- 
rived in Geelong late last year with wife 
Giselle, step-daughter Stephani and son 
Tristan after Giselle Harris secured em- 
ployment as a radiographer. 

Provisional One North-West outfit 
Corio thought that it had secured Har- 
ris’s signature as coach before the Red 
Devils stepped in and under the persua- 
sive influence of chairman Andrew Bur- 
gess the 31-year-old decided to head a 
few divisions higher. 

Harris was a prolific scorer in his native 
country and his playing career was high- 
lighted by a 101-goal haul in 93 games 
for Young Brazilians, the semi-pro outfit 
that Platinum Stars bought him from. 

But his playing days at elite club level 
ended in bizarre circumstances during 
his time with the Phokeng-based Stars 
when he was waiting to board a flight for 
a game in Durban as a 23-year-old.

matically when Platinum Stars sacked 
him from his coaching role. 

Harris became involved with Portu- 
guese-backed Luso Africa and coached 
their women’s team. He took on that role 
after they narrowly avoided relegation 
but under his guidance the side won pro- 
motion two years running without losing 
a game and in its first season in profes- 
sional ranks it lost just three matches 
eventually finishing in third place. 

“A few of the girls got recognised at na- 
tional team level which was great,” said 
Harris. 

By now Harris also was gaining recog- 
nition as a coach and one day an agent 
phoned to ask if he would be interested 
in being involved in a movie called 
‘Finding Lenny’. 

Described by the PR company as “a 
revealing comedy with balls” the soccer- 
based film was released last year and if 
you grab a DVD you’ll see Harris play- 
ing the part of the referee. 

“That was a funny story actually. The 
director started off with a proper profes- 
sional referee, an Angolan guy, but he 
kept smiling at the camera so he ended 
up getting sacked.” 

Not only did Harris fulfil that role he 
also arranged much of the football cho- 
reography in the film and was its official 
technical adviser.

Once Harris agreed to terms with Bal- 
larat he wasted no time in reviewing then 
revamping what he identified as a play- 
ing style that didn’t suit his squad. 

“T arranged trials from our under-16s 
up and I got tapes from last season and 
watched them closely,” he said. 

“Last season we played a long-ball 
style of game but this season we have 
promoted a lot of younger players and 
we have changed to a shorter-passing 
style that involves the wing backs and 
much more movement. 

“T like to think we combine an African 
style with Australian muscle.” 

English import Michael Leslie, ex- 
Notts County, has returned for a second 
spell as a visa player and will again be 


used in central defence. 

He was joined recently by 21-year-old 
countryman Leigh Sissons, a left-sided 
midfielder who came through Arsenal’s 
youth academy. 

It’s expected that at least four or five 
of the youngsters promoted by Harris 
will figure prominently throughout the 
season, among them Daniel Tinker and 
16-year-old Tanzanian right wing-back 
Charlie King. 

King’s 18-year-old brother, David, a 
central defender, also has been brought 
into the senior squad as has another 
18-year-old, Kyran Taylor, a left-sided 
player whom Harris describes as quick 
and skilful. 

Harris is also pleased with the develop- 
ment of 17-year-old Will Georgiou who 
has been converted from a central mid- 


fielder to a left wing-back. 

However, the demanding Harris is 
less pleased with a prevalent attitude at 
the club and he has confronted the issue 
throughout the pre-season. 

“Everyone talks about Melbourne this 
and Melbourne that as if we’re the poor 
cousins of the league,” he said. 

“T hate that. I can tell you now that | 
am an extremely competitive person and 
I have never played for or coached a club 
that has finished outside the top three.” 
And if that doesn’t throw down the 
gauntlet to every other club in the league 
then goodness knows what will. 

We’ll be watching Ballarat’s season 
unfold with particular interest this time 
around.
